RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 
Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate moet of the loee 
resulting fiom forest fires, as shown by reports on the caueat of the 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accompliehed by observance of the following aix 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match ia ogt before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw nway your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely neceeeary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one v here you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can't put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. torest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.

SAVE THE WATER 


Keep the Soil Supplied With Humus 
and Mulch the Surface. 

By saving the water from the early 
rains crops will not suffer as much 
later in the summer if drought occurs 
Usually more water is lost from the 
soil by evaporation that Is. drying out 
from tile surface, than crops use. 

There are two chief ways of helping 
to prevent tills namely, by keeping 
the spil well supplied with organic 
mutter, or humus, and by maintaining 
a Boll mulch over the surface. This 
sol! mulch or layer of loose dry soil 
forms a blanket, preventing the soil 
water from reaching the surface where 
evaporation is so rapid In hot or windy 
weather. 

Every gardener should start water 
saving tit once. If the newly plowed 
land Is disked thoroughly the same 
day it is turned over there is less 
chance of the furrows drying out badly 
before the laud is planted. Newly 
spaderi land should lie raked over the 
same day the soil is turned. 

After planting the use of a weeder 
breaks up the surface and kills many 
weeds The cultivator ought to be 
started as soon as the rows can be seen 
and used often enough to keep the stir 
face line, loose and dry. 

Every rain or shower packs Ihe sur¬ 
face soil, and unless broken up evap¬ 
oration Is very rapid from Ibis coin 
pact, moist surface. As soon as the 
Helds can lie worked after a ruin Ihe 
cultivator should la- used to rc cslab 
lish the soil mulch. I'lils frequent •■ill 
tivatlon not only saves water for plant 
use, but also Is an aid to plant growth 
and a lieuetit to the soil 

Never lie, satisfied with cultivating 
enough to kill Ihe weeds t’llltlvate 
often enough lo maintain throughout 
the season a loose, dry layer of soil at 
tin* surface. Start a soil mulch now 
and inaintaln.it till summer. It pays, 
for it means more water for the crops 
to it o

University of California Imposes 
Tests for the Entering 
Freshmen 


Paw Knows Everything. 

Willie—Paw, what Is meant by the 
“early Christians?" 

Paw—Well, they are not the lads 
who get up at 5 a. m. and operate 
rusty lawn mowers, my son. 


"How much of a man are y6u?” 
the University of California is asking 
all its freshmen. “Are you equal to 
the following tests of a really ser¬ 
viceable body? If not, then you 
must come into the gymnasium and 
try to get a better body to live in.” 

Here’s what the University says a 
.young man ought to be able to do 
with his body—and the majority of 
the eight hundred freshmen can: 

Jump two and two-tifths times as 
far as his own height. 

Hand-vault obstacles as high as 
his shoulder. 

Chin himself three times. 

Dive headfirst to the ground while 
running and roll to his feet. 

Run a hundred yards in less than 
thirteen seconds; or in less than 
fourteen, if he weighs over one hun¬ 
dred and sixty pounds. 

Prov Q he knows enough about box¬ 
ing or wrestling or jiu-jitsu to < , on- 
trol himself in the face of “punish¬ 
ment.” 

Swim fifty yards. 

Dive from a height of five feet. 

Swim five yards supporting a help¬ 
less companion. 

Use first-aid methods for resusci¬ 
tating the drowned. 

And every freshman is examined 
to see if he has sound heart and 
lungs, satisfactory nerve conditions 
and blood pressure, normal confor¬ 
mation and carriage, and a clean bill 
of health. 

The students with bodies as good 
as that are to have a new kind of 
gymnasium erffirse. Instead of the 
more conventional types of physical 
education, they are to be enrolled 
for regular work in football, base¬ 
ball, track athletics, swimming, ten¬ 
nis, handball, basketball, volleyball, 
boxing, or other outdoor sports. 
They must be as regular and faithful 
in such exercise as if enrolled in a 
gymnasium class.
